“Phe present strike hag. thus. far. dif- 
fered from other strikes mainly in the 
following respects—practicatly no de- 
rangement to industry, the ‘ack of 
alarm on the part of the general pub- 
lic and the lesser degree of violence.” 

An interesting devélopment of the 
present strike, it 18 observed, is the 
trend toward splitting into 4 series of 
sectional controversies, while in for- 
Mer suspensions a national aspect has 
“been maintained. Conditions in some 
of the sections ure :unnuurized as fol- 
lows: 

In central Pennnyivala, where work 
ceased under a temporary agreement 
in July, operators are reported to be 
preparing to start again on.an open-. 
shop basia. 

In West Virginia, most of which is 
nonunion, production has gradually 


.inereased since the expiration of the 


Jacksonyille agreement. . 

In eastern Kentucky and Virginia 
nonunion fields have also increased 
their production, 

In_ western Kentucky, which be- 
came nonunion several years ago, pro- 
duction has been doubled. 

Yn Illinois, a strong union. district, 
operations -have virtually ceased. 

In Indiana, also a strong union dis- 
trict, some operators have signed up 
with the union and a few are work- 
ing on the open-shop basis, Produe- 
tion is two-thirds of normal. 

In Ohio, also a union district, a few 
operaturs are working en an open- 
shop basis. Production is about 30 
per cent of normal. 

Other coal-producing districts in the 
South, the Middle West and the West 
showed in the aggregate little change 
and are continuing their usual produc 
tion of one and a third million tons

‘come for help.” 


A YEAR TO THINK IT OVER 


When President Coolidge said: “I 
do not choose to run for President in 
1928,” it caused Our Country to con- 
sider what would happen if our pres- 
ent sound industrial structure and 
returning farm stability was tamper- 
ed with, under a changed national 
policy. 

It makes no difference with what 
political party we are affiliated, we 
still must earn our bread and butter 
through regular and steady employ- 
ment, It may be good sport for poli- 
ticians or political parties to heckle 
each other with criticism. But when 
a public official of whatever party, 
whe has guided his country through a 
troubled period in the world’s history 
with increasing prosperity and re- 
duced taxes, decides . voluntarily to 
turn the reins of government over toa 
successor, he shifts the responsibility 
for continuation of sound government 
onto the shoulders of every citizen— 
they must express. their opinion. 

Some persons thought it profitable 
to criticize President Coolidge for 
showing a favorable attitude toward 
business development. Others saw 
humor in commenting’ on his New 
England thrift. The political wind. 
bag felt he was strengthening his 
own position by poking fun at the 
President's retiring manner, laconic 
statements ‘and disinclination to talk 
except when required to do so. 

But that is all passed, It is now up 
to the critics and the sdmirers of 
President Coolidge, in both parties, to 
see if they can match his record for 
sound administration of the greatest 
corporation in the world, namely, the 
United States Government. The 
stockholders of this corporation, the 
citizens of the United States, today 
know. more about business, more 
about investments and more about 
conditions which are necessary to as- 
sure steady employment of Jabor than 
they ever did before. Most of the 
campaign thunder and political hocus 
pocus which was supposed to appeal 
to the voters in the past, will no long- 
er fill the bill. 

The voters of this country are like 
the baby that has grown out of the 
celluloid rattle and rubber doll stage, 
--they want more solid meat. Making 
faces and acting the fool before them 
on the theory that it will please and 
amuse them as it sometimes does the 
small infant, will no longer appeal. 

The ten short words uttered by 
President Coolidge give this nation a 
year to realize and consider what 
would happen as the result of any 
radical break away from a construc- 
tive, yet conservative national policy. 
Banker, factory executive, laboring 
man, public utility president, rail- 
road manager, clerk and housewife 
have an equal opportunity to think 
over the situation and their own posi- 
tions in the picture. 

Republican or Democratic leaders 
face the responsibility of choosing a 
qualified executive head for this na- 
tion. If the public officials chosen by 
either party are incompetent, the na- 
tion will be the one to suffer.

Following. a ieeting of protest 
against the Sacco-Vanzetti executions, 
a congentrated movement against the 
consulate began. The mob savagely 
stoned the defenders of the consulate. 

The rioters were repeatedly charged 
by mounted gendarmes and artillery- 
men, but refermed thelr ranks again 
aod again. They raised a barricade 
of conl wageous and barrels, which was 
stormed by colonial infantry. A large 
butnber of police and. idiers were cut 
and bruised, 

Washington. — Eighteen American 
citizens und eleven British subjects, 
held cuptive near Guadalajara by 
Mexican “reds,” were rescued by 
military autherities, the State Depart- 
ment hus been advised. 

In un earlier dispatch the depart- 
ment was Informed that “Red sympa- 
thizers” had taken over the silver 
mine of the Amparo company, an 
American concern near Etzatian, and 
thiut the American and British were 
barricaded In thelr homes and unable 
1o leave. The reign of terror was 80 
threatening that all foreigners have 
left the neighboring towns of Pied- 
rubola and Mazata, the dispatch 
added. 

News of the plight of the Amerti- 
cans was brought to Guadalajara by 
refugees. Immediately Joseph H. Sat- 
terthwaite, American consul at Gua- 
dalajara. communicated with the 
American charge d'affaires, Schoen- 
feld; at Mexico City, who requested 
the American foreign offices to fur- 
nish military protection for the Amer- 
ieans at the Ampuro mine. 

A dispatch received from Mr. 
Schoenfeld said that he was informed 
by the acting minister for foreign af- 
fairs that telegraphic advices from 
the scene of the trouble said: “Yhe 
situation of the Americans and Brit- 
ish at the Amparo mines is satisfuc- 
tory and the military has it in band.” 

In giving. out news of the Amparo 
Incident, the State depurtment dis- 
vlused that on August 21 American 
Consul Satterthwaite informed the de- 
partment that he had received reports 
to the effect that labor agitators from 
Guudulajara “were _ attempting to 
arouse the workmen at the Amparo 
Mining company to take action 
aguinst foreigners at the mine in case 
of the execution of Sacco and Van- 
zetti.” Consul Satterthwaite added 
that in company with the British con- 
sul he had called this matter to the 
attention of the general commanding 
the federal forces. 

The identity of the Americans res- 
cued by multary authorities was not 
disclosed {n the dispatches from Gua- 
diutajara or Mexico City. The files of 
the State department regarding the 
Amparo company, in fact, are very 
Meager, The 1926 issue of the mine’s 
year book in the department's file, 
however, disclosed that the officers of 
the company were Americans, main- 
taining headquarters in Room 502, 
Drexel buliding, Philadelphia, The 
company, Which {s engaged in mining 
silver, Is capitailzed at $2,000,000.
